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Washington Letter 
GOP Convention 
Demonstrates The 
Right To Beef 
Would A ‘Lone Wolf’ 
Dare Ask Questions 

Of Tito In Belgrade

Washington —(NC)— Were you 
one of those who groaned when an 
individual delegate at the Repub- 
lican National Convention rose and 
asked that his state delegation be 

olled on one of the preliminary 
ssues? 


Apparently a lot of people, seat- 
ed comfortably at televisions and 
radios, did “beef” at these delays. 
This was, perhaps, true in a special 


way in this city, where politics is 


a prime commodity, and everyone 
was ‘anxious to know as soon as 
possible how the major issue of 
the convention—the selection of 
a presidential nominee— was go- 


ing to come out. 


In a way, this is understandable. 
Tens of thousands of people were 
staying up much later than they 
usually do, hoping to see as much 
as they could of the Chicago pro- 
ceedings. They were putting off 
from minute to minute going to 
bed. Then to have a single dele- 
gate get up and ask to have the 
entire roll of a 70- or 90- member 
—" called! That was too 
much! 


Well, Americans enjoy the 
privilege of “beefing.” Just 
watch them at a baseball game 
when they don’t like the decision 
of the umpire. And that indi- 
vidual delegate—a small figure 
on your television screen and a 
lone figure among so many del- 
egates—also had his right to 
ask that his delegation be polled. 


There is really no need to 
oint this out, of course. Now 
hat at least one convention is 
over, everybody is forgetting 
about it. 


We should never forget, 
though, that the freedom to 
“heef,” the privilege of object- 
ing, the right to question the ma- 
oe do not exist behind the 
ron Curtain. Over there, you 
can’t even disagree with the mi- 
nority—the communist bosses. 


What brings this to mind is the 
fact that on the eve of the Repub 
lican Convention, there was heard 
in this country a radio harangue by 
Marshal Tito of Yugoslavia. 

Tito was belaboring his former 
buddies—the Moscow communist 
leaders. He was justifying his 
break with them. He said: “We 
know that the prisons and concen- 
tration camps there (in Cominform 
countries) are growing. We know 
that people are being annihilated 
in these camps. We also know 
that they use the same methods 
of mass annihilation in these 
camps that fascist Germany once 
used. We then ask calmly: Who 
are the culprits?” 


But Tito has not reformed. He 
is still a communist. He is not 
for the democratic freedoms that 
we know. He still will not tol- 
erate “beefing,” questioning of 
the leaders, challenges to the 
party orders. He still couldn’t 
stand it at an American political 
convention. 


He struck out in this latest 
speech against “reactionary 
remnants.” “They are diehards,” 
he said, “but they have not 
achieved success. We would be 
mistaken to act deaf and let them 
say what they like. We must 
fight them and point out the 
danger wherever it exists, be- 
cause there are still people who 
believe them.” 


Tito told his followers that “we 
must be alert to the efforts of 
reactionaries, especially certain 
elements of the Catholic priest- 
hood and even the 
church, to spread disunity and 
chauvinism among our people.” 


“I may tell you here and now,” 
Tito advised his follewers, “that 
they are standing on quicksand, 
because we have laws against peo- 
le who spread national chauvin- 
sm.’

The archbishop branded as a 
“tragic mistake” the attitude of 
the priest, Brother or Sister who 
is inclined to. forget all about those 
young people in parish or school 
who show no signs of a priestly or 
religious vocation. He quoted our 
Lord’s words, “In My Father's 
house there are many mansions,” 
and then continued: 

“All of the recent Popes have 
underscored the work of the laity, 
the work of Catholic Action under 
the direction of the hierarthy, and 
Pope Pius XII, now gloriously 
reigning, has insistently pointed 
out that since priests and religious 
will always be too few to cope with 
today’s problems, the assistance of 
the laity must be sought, leaders 
must be trained and used, every 
possible task must be confided to 
our good men and women. 

“Not long ago a young man told 
me of his hopes for his children. 
He said that while"he was a student 
at Notre Dame he thought of the 
priesthood and prayed earnestly 
for Divine Guidance. God’s answer, 
as he understood it, was that he 
should marry and raise a good 
Catholic family. And Our Blessed 
Lady found him a girl who would 
help him save his soul. ‘Now,’ he 
said, ‘both my wife and I pray daily 
that if it be God’s Holy Will, every 
child of ours will enter religion.’ 

“Like the parents of the Little 
Flower, this young couple seem to 
have a vocation to give priests and 
Brothers and Sisters to the service 


of God. An unfriendly pastor or 


teacher or spiritual director, with 
a narrow outlook, might have 
changed the attitude of this young 
man and chilled his respect for 
the religious life.”

little from Catholic sources on 
the effort made by anti-Catholicism 
to keep private schools from re- 
ceiving $1.00 from the common 
treasury to which all Americans 
contribute—even a dollar to pro- 
tect the non-public schoo] children 
from danger while walking to 
school on the public highway.

Speaking at Williams Bay, Wis- 
consin, recently Dr. James Hast- 
ings Nichols, of the University of 
Chicago, a Professor of Church 
History, told 275 church executives 
that the public schools have drifted 
far from the purpose of their orig- 
inal foundation. 

Of course all the first schools of 
the United States were religious, 
and most of them were Protestant.

Today any world view or system 
of values may be inculcated in the 
public schools “save those at the 
central heritage of Western and 
American Christianity,” Dr. Nichols 
said. Meanwhile, he added, public 
school education has “crowded out” 
the influences once exercised by 
home and church and has become 
a virtual monopoly. 

“The taxes of Christians are 
used,” he said, “to build up a mon- 
opoly to teach their children a pro- 
gressively less satisfactory under- 
standing of life and the world. The 
margin of the child’s time open to 
other educational influerices and 
the proportion of resources avail- 
able to support such other influ- 
ences are both steadily constricted. 

“Inadvertently a situation has 
come to be in which the religious 
liberty of the majority is, in fact, 
seriously threatened, even by court 
interpretations of the constitutional 
guarantees of religious liberty. 
And Protestantism, not observing 
how the situation has changed, has 
taken little thought as how to meet 
this process of slow cultural strang- 
ulation.” 

Dr. Nichols said that there were 
at least three longstanding views of 
Protestant policy in these matters. 

“There is the humanist or Uni- 
tarian left-wing minority which is 
satisfied with public school educa- 
tion as it is,” he said, “since a kind 
‘of humanitarian idealism is the sub- 
‘stance of its faith. Under the pres- 
‘ent system, this minority has, in 
‘effect become the privileged estab- 
lished Church of America.

In ancient 
times a colossal statue of the saint 
was placed at the entrance of ca- 
thedrals. Today this saint is most 
frequently called upon as a patron 
saint for protection in travels. 

St. Christopher is 
saints often invoked collectively as 
the “Auxiliary Saints,” or more 
commonly as the “Fourteen Holy 
Helpers” in all kinds of needs. 
Though many have heard of St. 
Christopher, most of the others: in 
this band of “helpers” are seldom 
known. Christian art frequently 
represents the group in one pic- 
Here is a brief sketch by 
which each may be recognized: 

(1) St. George is usually pic-

As 
he pursued a large stag, says an old 
legend, the animal suddenly turned 


|around, and the saint perceived a 


crucifix between its horns. Thence- 
forth. with his wife and two child- 
ren he sought only the things of 
life eternal. Upon his refusal to 
thank false gods for a military vic- 
tory, he and his family were 
thrown to the wild beasts, but re- 
mained unharmed. They were then 
martyred by being shut up in a red- 
hot brazen bull. St. Eustace is in- 
voked for protection from fire, both 
temporal and eternal. 

(11) When one needs help 
against panic, madness, epilepsy, 
er nocturnal terrors, St. Giles is the 
one to call upon. This saint lived 
in the forest with no other food but 
roots and the milk of a tame hind. 
His own hand was pierced when he 
shielded the hind from its pur- 
suer’s arrow.

It was the first joint memoran- 
dum ever issued by the National 
Council of Catholic Men and the 
National Council of Catholic Wo. 
men, both of whose headquartres 
are here in Washington. Signers 
were Martin Work, executive sec- 
retary of the men's council, and 
Miss Margaret Mealey, women’s 
council executive secretary. 

Enclosed with the memorandum 
was a list of the 2,300 communities 
that will be affected after Sep 
tember 30 by the new controls law, 
passed by the recent Congress. 
The provision dealing with them 
as follows: 

“Any incorporated city, town or 


| village in which Federal rent con- 


trol 1s in effect may prior to Sep- 
tember 30, 1952, declare by resol- 
ution of its governing body or by 
popular referendum that a sub- 
stantial shortage of housing ac- 
commodations exists which re- 
quires a continuance of Federal 
rent control in such city, town or 
village, 

“The Office of Rent Stabiliza- 
tion must be notified in writing of 
such action promptly after it has 
been taken.” 

If the resolution or referendum 
action is not taken, rent control 
will lapse after September 30 in 
these communities. 

Critical defense housing areas 
are exempted from this provision, 
whether certified as such before 
or after September 30. This means 
that rent controls go on automat- 
ically in them, 

Also exempted is “any  unincor- 
porated locality in a defense-rent- 
al area in which one or more in- 
corporated cities, towns, or vil- 
lages constituting the major por- 
tion of the defense rental area 
have made the declaration” stating 
that a continuance of rent controls 
is required due to a housing short- 
age. This declaration, however, 
would have to be made by the 
September 30 deadline.

Father Camalli is new to Fort
